In European countries they have town woodlota, working 
quietly year in and year out, sell the surplus timber for lumb.T, prat, 
wood, rtove wood, and other things. We hear a great deal about 
"buying your coal now." Ther«l is not a community in the country 
that would not welcome the intcUigent cutfinj? of ^ town woodlot 
almoet any winter. The woodlot with the fanaer is almost ajhing 
of the past. The American Porertry Assoeiation is booming this 
proposition everywhere. _ 

Take a look at PennsylvHnia. At first it may seem mcredible 
that more than 20 million wliite pin.- trees have been plaiitcfl m 
eighteen years on the State Forest of Pennsylvania; that is, an aver- 
age of more than on.- million per pear. In other statel, parttcnlarly 
New York. .M.tvsaclnisftts and Connecticut, many million young white 
pine trees have b?en planted on barrenwaste land. 

Many of the trees comprising the older plantatons have reached 
* size of 20 to 30 feet in height. The tfi-oMli durinp; the first few- 
years is rather slow, but each successive year it becomes greater, 
until the annual height growth reachestwo to ihTee feet, and in ex- 
ceptional eases it may be at high as four feot in ,1 single season. 

Tree planting time nears again, and the Aaieriean Forestiy As- 
soeiation wll send yon free tree planting suggestions arid a program 
whereby tiie tre,. plmitinir can be started as a trreat community move 
ment. The loUowiug lal.le will pive the hoifrht growth of an ordinary 
plantation during the first ten years after its establishment:

HEMRY FORD AND DULL TIMES. 

Mr. Henry b^rd, of Detroit, inventor and inanufactnrer of ii 
well-known horseless carriage, it is .said, has no education and very 
little sense. His testimony in his liber suit and his mad adventure in 
the "peace ship" would seem to justify the estinmte. However, last 
your Mr. Fnrd. tlie times beng "nut nf joint" and business dull, saWed 
down a profit of .faSiOOOiOOO. He did this, too, after being shut down 
for a period and after reducing the price of his product to a sensa- 
tional degree- 
Now Mr. Ford has made a propo.sition to the United States gov- 
ernment which Herbert Hoover, of the Department pf Commerce, and 
John W. Weeks, of the ar Department, are prepared to endorse and 
pass on to Consfress. This proposition deals with the Muscle Shoals 
Nitrate Plant wliieh lies idle and useless after costing the govern- 
ment .$80,000,000. .Mr. Ford oilers to take the plant over and operate 
it on the followinir terms : The government to conqjletp the project 
at a cost (.f ^2S/)flO.O00, after whieii Mr. Ford will pay .l!.'),onfi,non cash 
for the entire plant, including lands, dams and equipment : aud in ad- 
dition pay interest at the rate of 6 per cent, per anaum on the $28,- 
000.000. and amortize not onl}' this sum but the entire cost of the 
d.ams over a |>eriod of 100 years. He also guarantees the conversion 
and steady opemtion of the nitrate plant for the production of com- 
mercial fertilizer compounds with the proviso that the government 
shall have the use of the plant in an emergency for the manufacture 
of explosives, keeping the plant up to date for both peace and par 
purposes. The contract also limits the profits of the^ fertilizer plant 
to 8 per cent., an bdependent board representing, the Amerieeta Farm 
Dureaii and ih National Grange and tiie Amen' Oiiioa eernfying

Tbe service work, 
which covers in n broad way the mar- 
ket news and the inspection work of 
the tiureaii, will nsunlly be w^th the 
Stale nepartments of Agriculture and 
the Slate Tfiireaiis of Markets, coii- 
forniing In this regard to the division 
of labor agreed upon in the state.
